Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Gang Bang Diaries 

is Not Approved 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The publication presents photographic images of a numerical imbalance predominantly between 
what would appear to be seven males and one female. The female’s image is obscured in the 
photographs, however it is clear from the positioning on the bed and the stances of the naked 
males that sexual activity is implied between the participants. The photographic images included 
in the publication promote and support the concept of a gang bang as acceptable sexual 
behaviour. The colloquial understanding of the term gang bang in New Zealand involves notions 
of violence and gang or pack rape. The distributor has previously informed the Office that it is its 
intention to market the publication within New Zealand. The manner of the depictions, that is the 
obscuring of the female, renders her anonymous. This anonymity reinforces the degrading and 
dehumanising notions associated with gang rapes. In accordance with Regulation 28(3)(a), if the 
video slick were submitted under section 13(1) of the FVPC Act to the Office for a decision on its 
classification, it would be likely to be classified under section 23 of the FVPC Act as objectionable. 
Therefore the video slick is not approved.
